thorities feel that this will prevent 
absolutely the participation of the 
Chinese government, if it stands, and 
they are .now working earnestly to 
secure corrective legislation.

CHANGE CHINESE BILL. 


Washington, ILarch 22.—By an al- 


most unanimous vote the house com- 
mittee on foreign affairs &&ve struck 
out of the Mitchell-Kaim Chinese ex- 
clusion bUl the paragraph prohibit- 
ing abips flying- the Amerfcan flag 
front employing Chinese sailors under 
f53,000 for each offense. 
This pro- 


vision has (proved one of the chief 
.sources of controversy over the bill. 
On the other hand, the senators and 
representatives from the Pacific coas.t 
states regard this provision as most 
important.

small during the calendar year 1901. 
There has been very little diphtheria 
and typhoid fever and the tubercu- 
losis rate is about that of most cities 
of civilized countries, A rapid de- 
crease has taken place since Ameri- 
can occupation. A marked decrease 
in malaria also has occurred since the 
mosquito work began.

a long talk with Secretary Boot re- 
garding the condition of affairs in 
Cuba. Subsequently

ficials went to the white house and 
had a conference with the president 
The principal arrangements for the 
military evacuation of the island will 
be made quickly. 
General Wood's 


plans require that he shall leave here 
not later than next Tuesday night on 
his way back to Havana to carry into 
execution the program fixed by the 
administration for the formal trans- 
fer of government affairs. 
He will 


return to Cuba by way of New York 
in order that be may meet and con- 
sult fully with President-elect Palma 
upon the joint program of action. 


President Palma will bo inaugur- 


ated May 1 and American control in 
the island will terminate on thai 
date. Owing to the short time intc;-- 
vening and .the extent and import- 
ance of the work involved, it will be 
necessary to act promptly.

At the out* 
set Major Waller warned his coin- 
maud that they were opposed by a 
treacherous, brave and savage foe, 
and that all treachery should be pun- 
ished with de&th, and closed with an 
appeal (to the command to remember 
the fate of their old China comrades 
of the Ninth infantry and avenge 
them. 


FIGHTING CHOLERA IN MANILA. 


Manila, March, 22.—The board of 


health is making a strong endeavor 
to prevent the spread of cholera. 
There have been sixteen cases and 
fifteen deaths among the natives in 
two days and other natives are sus- 
pected of having contracted the dis- 
ease. The importation of vegetable 
matter from China is prohibited, in- 
spection camps are being established 
in every district and leaflets are pub- 
lished advising the people to boil 
drinking water before using it. Fin- 
ally every one is urged to co-open-ate 
in the destruction of this dangerous 
enemy.

0ranville Louther, D. D,, pastor of a 
local church, has be*n^ served with 
papers at a Mathodist Episcopal con- 
ference here 
chargftiy 1^ -with 


heresy and setting 'fdrth that foe 
would be tried at Arkansas City, 
Kas, on March 26. Bev. Louther, 
vho is a member of the southwest 
Methodist conference, is charged- with 
being guilty of "disseminating doc- 
trines contrary to and subversive of 
the doctrines of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church/' and it is telieved that 
he is atheistic and cvolutioniettc. 


Rev. Louther is charged -with mafc- 


ing and teaching rth« following doc- 
trines in violation of the confession 
of faith and the catftchiam: 


"That the serpent who talked to 


Eve was «, man, one of the race to 
which she and Adam belonged; that 
he had not come into a consciousness 
of God, therefore, was classed with 
the beasts; and that there were other 
inhabitants or' members of the race, 
if not, how did Cain tod his wife in 
the land of Nod, where none of Adam's 
children except Cain had gone, if not, 
whence came the daughters of men 
whom the song of God took for their 
wives? The reasonable interpreta- 
tion is that the descendants of Adam 
were called sons of God, (because, hav- 
ing entered into a conscious knowl- 
edge of God, they would claim Him 
a® therr creator *md worship Him. 
The others, not knowing God, were 
called sons and daughters of men 


"That Adam 
and Eve as first 


created had no more perception of 
their obligations of obedience; that 
*n eating of the fruit of the tree of 
^ood and evil they liad done nothing1 


3jccept what the others about them 
were doing and what they themselves 
had fonnerly done, that is, live like

association as its president. He be- 
lieves that in religion, as well alt in 
world building, God is proceeding 
from lower to higher forms and that 
this process must continue in the 
future as it has in the past.

This sketch of the captor of Gen- 


eral Methu«n is taken fram the ad- 
vance sheets of Michael Davitt's 
book, "The Boer Fight for Tre^- 
dom," which will b* publ^hed early 
in the spring by Funk & Wagixails. 
Mr. Davitt became personally ac- 
quainted with the leading Bo*r gen- 
erals in a visit to South Africa In 
1899-1900. He .not only ascribes 
to Delarcy's strategy the first victory 
of the war, the capture of an ar- 
mored train at Kraaipan, And the 
most demoralizing defeat of the Brit- 
ish, the slaughter of the Highlanders 
at Hagersfontein, but also gives him 
equal credit with E*Wet for the 
change in Boer tactics, after the de- 
feat of Cronje, from organized resist- 
ance <to guerilla warfare. 


Jacob Hendrick Delarey first saw 


the light in the district of Lichten- 
burg 54 years ago. His father was 
born in the Orange Free State and 
was of Huguenot origin. 
He took 


part with Prefcorius in driving ths 
English, out 
of Bloemfontein 
in 


1848, and had his farm and property 
confiscated after Sir Harry Smith 
had reversed tixe situaton by forcing 
the old Boer warriors -back again 
across the Vaal The Delareys sought 
a new home in the wc£t of the 
Transvaal, where Jacob Hendrick 
spent -his early life. 
BORN OF A FIGHTING FAJCGLY. 


The general is a Juan ovtr /the me- 


dium height, sinewy in build, and 
remarkable for his quiet, dign&fied 
manner. He has dcoj^set, dark «yee, 
a prominent Roman nose, and a 
large, dark-brown beard, giving to 
his face a strong, handsome and pa- 
trician expression. 


He was bom of a fighting family, 


and has had the experience and 
training of campaigns in' 'conflicts 
with hostile Kaffir tribes. His first 
command was in rthe war which the 
English incited the <Basutos to wage 
against the Frae , State in the early 
sixties, when he .wai ^quit* yorog. 
These experiences qualified him for 
a prominent military po&ition when 
the present war broke out, and he 
was unanimously elected to the com- 
mand of the Lichtentarg burghers 
who became pant of Cronje's western 
column. 


He represented his native district 


in the volksraad>&u< ten years, and 
was a constant supporter 'of the Jou- 
bert, as against the Kruger, follow- 
ing in -that assembly. He favored 
a large franchise concession, (to the 
Uitlanders as a mems of averting a 
conflict with England, but soon eaw 
that a demand- for {political reforms 
was only a pretext for precipitating 
a conflict. , He was one of the most 
ardent ^advocates of an attacking1, as 
against a defensive, military policy 
when England forced a resort to 
hostilities upon ithe republic. 


CARRIES NO W&AtfONS. 


Like General Cronje, he carries no 


weapons in the fielui His fldd- 
glass, wooden pipe, and, last but not 
least, his Bible, are his inseparable 
companions. He Is a universal fa- 
vorite with the burghers of both re- 
publics, and inspires greit confidence 
in his men by his almost unerring 
military judgment, splendid gener- 
alship, heroic courage, an indomita- 
ble tenacity of purpose and an all- 
jxmnd resourcefulness in all emer- 
gencies. 


He is remarkably aelf -contained in 


his actions, never getting 
excited, 


even in the thickest of -the fight, but 
always remaining cool, cautious and 
alert.

Miss Margaret Eddleman, a young 


Cherokee woman, is the editor and 
publisher of the Twin Territories, a 
thirty-two-page magazine, filled with 
matter calculated to interest people 
living in Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 
ritory. 
The magazine was started 


three years ago by Hiss Eddleman, 
with the help of her elder 
sister. 


The latter married some time sauce 
and the entire work now devolves 
upon Miss Eddleman. 


Among her contributors are var- 


ious Indian chiefs of the five civi- 
lized tribes. None of these contri- 
butors accept any money for their 
work, as they are lich, but they have 
to be handled with great diplomacy. 


Previous to the establishment of 


Twin Territories laass Eddleman 
worked with her father as a reporter 
upon the Muskogee Evening Times. 
This gave her her first taste for liter- 
ature and she improved it. 


The fame of the Twin Territories 


and its Indian publisher has spread. 
Not long ago a magazine publisher 
in London sought an article upon 
Miss Eddleman and 
her literary 


work. 


Although she never speaks of her 


ancestry, not, as she explains, that 
she is ashamed of being a redskin, 
she has a'"head right" among the 
Cherokees and owns a good farm and 
participates in their regular distri- 
bution of tribal funds. Indeed, 
it 


was from her tribal income that she 
secured enough money to launch her 
enterprise. 


Miss Eddleman is not yet twenty 


years old. Her form is slender and 
graceful and she is considered one of 
the social lights and beauties of th.3 
five tribes, where the beauty of the 
women is far famed. Editorial wait- 
ing is not the gift of Miss Eddie- 
man, for under the pen name of 
Migno Slireiber she has published 
several serials in magazines. "Only 
an Indian Girl," "Lizouki, the Creek 
Girl,'' and "A Pair of Moccasins" aie 
some of her stories which have won 
attention and praise from 
leading 


critics.

CONGRESSIONAL DEBATES, 


The loss to the nation in not keep- 


ing in touch with congressional ac- 
tivity 
is most serious. 
Nothing 


would be so valuable an education 
in enlightened patriotism to the cit- 
izens of a great country. It ought to 
be the regular practice of every per- 
son who is interested in public af- 
fairs to read a daily epitome of the 
congressional debates, such <as it was 
formerly the custom to print in 
every important newspaper. The 
practice would have an effect in rais- 
ing the level o£ journalism as "well 
as that of general public thought. 
But it cannot be forced* If there is 
no genuine public interest to the de- 
bates, the reports of them will not 
be read; and if there is a want of 
genuineness in the debates them- 
selves there can be <no genuine jpub- 
lic interest in them. Senator Bacon 
is altogether right in Trashing to 
have the Congressional Record more 
widely circulated; 
but 
what this 


would accomplish would be in the 
main, only an increase in the com- 
pleteness of the information which 
some persons, be they few or many, 
would have as to the things going 
on in congress. 


But it is not incompleteness of 


mere information that is the main 
trouble; it is the absence of vital in- 
terest. That will not be greatly pro- 
moted by the spread of the Congres- 
sional Becord; the remedy for that 
must be sought in the nature of the 
proceedings themselves. 
With a 


smaller number of representatives, 
a smaller hall, more 
decorum—010 


desks, if American hustle can toler- 
ate such -a suggestion—no leave-to- 
print speeches and a truthful Becord, 
we might have genuine debates in 
the house of representatives 
and 


good reports of them in the newspa- 
pers. So long as the prime qualifi- 
cation of a speaker oil the floor of 
the house is to be ready -to shout 
down the geneial noise, and to be 
utterly indifferent to the business of 
a hundred kinds merrily going on

How (he Buy* of Amsterdam Obtain- 


ed a llemnrknble Privilege* 


The boys of Amsterdam are happy 


iu the possession of a very curious 
privilege which has been theirs foi 
nearly 300 years. During one week at 
midsummer they gather every after- 
noon by hundreds and even thousands 
in the Dam, tho great square in the 
center of tho city, each boy with a 
drum slung over his shoulder. 


So soon as the business of the day is 


over in tho Hcurn, or Stock Exchange, 
which faces the square, as many of the 
boys ns can crowd into the building 
are allowed to go upon the lloor of the 
exchange, where for an hour or two 
they inarch about, singing and beating 
upon their drums. 


The din is appalling, but tho good 


citizens of Amsterdam endure the rack- 
et with characteristic placidity. 


As for the origin of this singular cus- 


tom, It is said to date from the discov* 
cry and discomfiture of a Spanish plot 
itgainst tho city in tho year 1021*. At 
that time, after half a century of war- 
fare, the Dutch republic had forced 
Spain to concede its independence, and 
Amsterdam had become the chief com* 
merclal city of the wcrld.

three years ago by Miss Eddleman, 
with the help of her elder sister. 
The latter married some time since 
and the entire work now devolves 
upon Miss Eddieman. 


Among her contributors are var- 


ious Indian chiefs of the five civi- 
lized tribes. 
None of these contri- 


butors accept any money for their 
work, as they are rich, but they have 
to be handled with great diplomacy.

worked with her father as a. reporter 
upon the Muskogee Evening Times. 
This gave her her first taste for liter- 
ature and she improved it.
